Day Staff should not have visible derogatory tattoos for this campaign - please cover them!. "Derogatory" / 
inappropriate tattoos to be assessed at management's discression. 

Day Staff will be assigned a Hello Kitty Con t-shirt and lanyard, and should wear jeans and comfortable shoes. 
NO competing character branded items should be featured on day staff apparel while on duty! 

Media Interview Request 

No Staff members should conduct media interviews while working at this event, please route interested media to 
the front desk, and PPC management can arrange to accommodate staff interviews in line with the staff break 
schedule and individual staff member's willingness to be interviewed.

Distribution of Freebie's! 

Under no circumstance may anything be thrown to, or at, an attendee. All items, prizes, or products must be handed to 
attendees. 



Use effective body language 

Do not lean on walls, signs, or fold your arms across your chest. We are welcoming and engaging ambassadors for 
Hello Kitty and Sanrio! 

There is no such thing as a bad question 

No matter how silly or inappropriate a question may seem, the consumer has a reason for asking it. Never imply that it 
is a bad question. Address it in a positive manner! 

Never guess the answer to a question if you are uncertain 

The right way to address any question that requires more research is "let me find that out for you!" - Consult your 
section leader for the correct information for the guest. 

Don't eat, drink, chew gum, or smoke on duty 

It looks unprofessional. Also, personal belongings such as coats, bags, etc., should be stored out of view. We have a 
staff break area for your use, please make sure that your personal items are stored in the secure area - we are not 
responsible for lost or stolen items. 

No iPods, cell phones, or blue tooth phone accessories 

Even if it's slow you still may attract traffic and are visible to the public - please take personal calls on your assigned 
break. 

Do not engage in casual conversation with other staff members while working with the public 

This strongly discourages people from approaching you! Be available and ready to engage our guests while on duty, 
please!
